3. Action : The committee agreed that there is no longer a 
need for the Standing Committee and it was therefore abolished.

U. Action : It was decided that the study should be under¬ 
taken as anTUE and that in view of the over-all study which the 
Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security (ICIS) is about 
to launch CIA would coordinate with the chairman of the Inter¬ 
departmental Committee on Internal Security and work with the 
mentoers of its sub-committee. It was felt that an intelligence 
contribution was needed because of the necessity to consider 
Soviet capabilities. 


Iran^ Position in the East-, -r 
West Struggle . (NIE-6) (bTLCftB?) 
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5. Action : This paper was approved as amended and will be 
published shortly. It was agreed to re-estimate the situation in 
Iran about 15 May 1951. 


6. Discussion : The suggestion was accepted that a note 
should appear in the paper to the effect that the Soviets probably 
estimate that in the event of their taking overt action in Iran, 
there is at least an even chance that the U. S. would resist with 
force. 


7. It was agreed to add an additional thought in the con¬ 
clusion section, pointing out that the intelligence agencies 
believe that if the trend evidenced in recent weeks in Iran should 
continue and become intensified, Iran is likely in time to become 
a second Czechoslovakia. 
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
